General Disregard of the Principles 


of the Block System as First 


Devised. 


Washington, Jan. 9—So startling 


have been the facts elicifed 
by the 


Interstate Commerce Commission re- 
regarding the ineffective*operation or 
the block system that it has been de- 
termined to make a general investi- 
gation of, the subject throughout the 
country along the lines developed in 
the inquiry into the terrible wreck on 
the B. & O, 
at Terra Cotta, D. C. 


Next Monday the commission will be- 
gin its announced 
investigation of 


the wreck at Lawyers, Va., Thanks- 
giving day, in which President Speii- 
cer, of the Southern, was killed. La- 
ter other railroads will be taken up. 


The commission 
has learned that 


there is a general disregard of the 
principles of the block system as it 
was originally devised not only OD 
the part of the employes but by the 
railroads themselves. As the system 
is now operated it frequently, occurs 
that two or three trains are within 
one block at the same time. This is 
permitted under the green 
signals, 


which it is said, mean "proceed with 
caution." .It is left to the discretion 
of the dispatcher when to have the 
green signals displayed and to 
the 


judgment of the engineer as to whai 
speed he may make "with caution." 
It is notorious amotg railroad men 
that trains often 
run 
at 
reckless 


speed under the green signals in ih? 
effort to make up time. 


Ainong the recommendations which 


the commission will probably make 
as a result of the investigation are: 


Discontinuance of the plan of hav-' 


ing intermittent stations, each signal 
.tower to be in operation the full 24 
hours of every 
day.

Italian* Claim to Have Been Held In 


West Virginia Camps. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—Claiming that 


they had been held practically in peon- 
age in a West Virginia lumber camp, 
a group of Italians passed through 
this city bound for Hoboken, N. J. The 
workmen claim that wages are due 
them and they -will take the proper 
legal steps through the Italian ambas- 
sador to obtain -what is coming to 
them. According to their story the 
men were sent to West Virginia laat 
November through a labor agent In 
Hoboken. On arriving at the camp, 
ft8 miles from Prince, W. Va., they 
found that they were expected to do 
blasting. The men protested 
and 


started to walk back when they claim 
they were rounded up by 12 armed 
Caen, who called themselves deputy 
sheriffs, and heM prisoners tor sev- 
eral days In a box car. For the first 
five days they had only bread and 
.water and for two days thereafter the 
.food supply was cut off entirely. Hun- 
ger compelled them to^work, but suffi- 
,,cleat funds were raised for nine of 
them to buy their release and permit 
them to return to Hoboken.

BALLOT BOXES

New York, Jan. 9.—Attorney Gen- 


eral William S. Jackson has not been 
able to locate all the ballot boxes in- 
trusted to his possession by a supreme 
court order, and intimated that he 
might be obliged to bring contempt 
proceedings against che board of elec^ 
tions.

the people of the Hawaiian Islands re- 
gard the present situa^Bi as exceed- 
ingly grave and, furthermore, view with 
the keenest alarm the future of Ha- 
waii in event ot the president's recom- 
mendation being enacted by congress, 
writes a Honolulu correspondent of the 
New York Herald. 


Notwithstanding denials from Wash- 


ington, the rumor still prevails at Hon- 
olulu that two regiments of Japanese 
veterans, fully officered from coionel 
down, are in and about Honolulu wait- 
ing the signal to take possession of 
that city. No outward evidence of such 
military organization is given, but the 
secret agents of the United States gov- 
ernment have obtained details that 


1 caused them to cable the information 
to Washington. 


The members of these regiments are 


working in various capacities in and 
about the city. A very significant fact 
has been observed about the character 
of the Japanese who have been coming 
to Honolulu lately from Japan. It has 
been noticed that the recent arrivals 
have been a hardier and better set up 
class of men than those who formerly 
came. Many of them have been wear- 
ing their war medals, and this display 
of war records has been especially 
noted by observers. The local newspa- 
pers are treating the situation as one 
that is much more grave than the av- 
erage person realizes. In this connec- 
tion it is urged that the territorial au- 
thorities do nothing for the present 
that will arouse the resentment of the 
Japanese. 


It Is believed that not a little of the 


feeling In Japan against America was 
due to the manner of treating various 
Japanese In Hawaii under the territo- 
rial laws and regulations. Japanese doc- 
tors have been refused licenses to prac- 
tice unless they could take the exami- 
nations in the English language. 
Jap- 


anese hack drivers were regulated 
against by the legislature, and other 
efforts were made by the lawmakers 
to prevent the Japanese competing with 
citizens in various occupations and 
businesses. Practically all of these ef- 
forts were made in violation of treaty 
rights. 


The residence of the Japanese in the 


Hawaiian Islands has developed one 
fact most positively, a fact that is 
being urged as the most material con- 
sideration against his being natural- 
ized. This Is the nonassimilative char- 
acter of the race. The Hawaiians are 
among the most open hearted, hospita- 
ble people in the world. 
They are 


ready to receive almost any race, with 
the exception of the negro, upon friend- 
ly terms. The Chinese have in numer-

Previous to anuexa 
tion to the United States the Ha 
waiian Islands were in increasing dan 
ger of becoming absorbed eventually 
by Japan. 
With the "little brown 


men" enrolled as American subjects 
that condition will become a reality. 


Xo official census of the Japanese in 


these islands has been taken recently 
but it is believed from various reliable 
sources that they number about 70,000 
or about 40 per cent of the entire popu 
lation. There are at least 10,000 able 
bodied Japanese men living on the is 
land of Oahu and in Honolulu constant 
ly, so that the recent estimate made 
by the military Intelligence officers o 
only two regiments of Japanese sol 
diers being in Honolulu is thought t 
be inadequate to the real conditions 
Opposed to this organization are only 
one battalion of United States regu 
iars and about 5,700 registered voter 
on this island. The community woulc 
be entirely helpless against the Japa 
nese should Japan order the co-opera 
tion of her people in Honolulu. Sim 
ilar conditions prevail on all of the oth 
er islands.

crowding out citizens from variou 
lines of occupation throughout the is 
lands, so the children of the forme 
are now gradually and with increasin;

are expected to follow.
